Tun condition of the army, both morally and phy- 
sically, must ever be a subject of interest to the 
people of these Islands. Surrounded by the seas, 
which are our true dominion, and defended by our 
floating towers against external enemies, it is our 
glory to possess but a small army in proportion to 
our numbers; it is our pride that that army should 
be as perfect as care and expenditure can make it. 
Not long since we were startled by the Report of 
the Commissioners appointed to investigate the sani- _ 
tary condition of our forces, We saw, on the diagram 
presented to our view, a vast dark mass, like a bat's 
wing, extending over the tables, to indicate the loss 
of the British Army, by preventable diseases. We 
learned that the march of death was three times as 
rapid among our soldiery as amongst the inhabitants 
of our most unhealthy towns. We read how barracks 
bad been built, not only in utter neglect of sanitary 
laws, but in insolent defiance of them ; and that, if 
we were anxious to discover the best method of de- 
cimating our army, we had only to reduce to theo- 
retic rule the practices which already prevailed. 
Much has lately been effected to secure the comfort 
and health of the soldiers; much has been done. 
also, to improve their moral position; and it was 
with no small interest we opened the report on the 
discipline and management of our military prisons, 
lately presented to Parliament by Colonel Jebb. 
Here, if anywhere, we could ascertain the moral 
status of the British army, and ascertain how far the 
new recruits, enrolled to make up the loss of the 
finest army in Europe by Whig incompetence, during 
the Crimean war, emulated the con- 
duct of our starved veterans. - 

We bave altogether nineteen military fiflsons, of 
which ten are in the United Kingdora—fodr in Ire- 
land, namely, those of Dublin, Cork, Dimérick, and 
Athlene—and nine in ſoreigu stations. number 
of prisoners last year, 4488, exceeded t of the 
year preceding by nearly 1,000. But the force of 
the British army, 219,100 men, exceeded tha of the 
year preceding (163,468) by 55,632. Cousequently, 
although the number ef prisoners is greater, the per 
centage is less. Further, the number of men 
punished for what are called minor offences is smaller 
than in any previous yeam—a fact which clearly 
shows an improvement in discipline, and a progres- 
sive tendency as regards the moral condition of the 
soldier. This improvement is also shown by the 
average length of punishmemgt to which prisoners 
were sentenced. The average for 1849 was 99 days’ 
imprisonment; in 1855 th wes reduced to 77 ; 
in 1856,to 53 days; in 188, to 49 days; and in 1858, 
to 47 days. 

The crime which swells the list of offences most 
is desertion. It appears, from incontestable evidence, 
that desertion is a regular trade with some men. 
There are prisoners who have deserted and enlisted 
fram ten to twenty times. The men think, in some 
cages, that the only crime in desertion is to ineur de- 
tection. The number of men guilty of desertion 
last year was no less than 3,0, or nearly half the 
entire number of prisoners. The temptation offered 
by the bounty was too great for these men.

It is only now, 
at the expiration of the seventh month from the origin 
of the contest, that we can definitely announce its ter- 
mination. Early in February the master builders held 
a mecting, at which they, for their part, assumed that 
the strife was at au end; but it was only in our im- 
pression of yesterday that Mr. Potter, the Secretary to 
the Conferenee of the Trades on Strike, gave the pub- 
lic to understand that the workmen also looked upon 
the struggle as concluded. We mast recapitulate a 
few of the leading facts of the case before we can turn 
the present on to pro account.

people, and for the sake of which they struck, were, 
that for the future they should only do nine hours’ 
work instead of ten, but that they should continue, as 
before, to receive ten hours’ pay.

I confess that 1 do not feel thatas 4 y 
heavy accusation ; I recollect that in 1856, Lord Clarendon, 
with Count Walewski, at the conference of Paris, brought 
forward the question of Italy; and it will be remembered 
that that was a conference assembled for a totally different 
purpose—naniefy, to settle terms of between Russia on 
the one hand, and France, Great Britain, Sardinia, and Tur- 
key on the other. Italy had no connection with the matter, 
and yet Lord Clarendon thought the question of such pressing 
importance, and so interesting to Europe, and so menacing 
to the continuance of peace, that he stated his views in the 
conference. He pointed out that the continued occupation 
of Rote and of Bologna by foreign troops was unpre- 
precedinted, that it destroyed the independence of 
these countries, hreatened revelation, and thereby im- 
perilled the peace of Europe. He pointed oat the state of 
the Government of the Two Sicilies, and the mal-administra- 
tion of justice there, and he asked the conference thes repre- 
senting the various great Powers to take measures to refhedy 
euch a state of things. It would have been happy if the 
Austrian (ioverntment hadtaken that warning—(hear,hear)— 
but they were determined to continue their occupation of 


Bologna, and to continue their govefrment of Lombardy 
in the same manner as before. We know what were the 


consequences—war within three years between those two 
great Powers who occupied different portions of Italy broke 
out, and they contended in arms as to which should rule 


in Italy, We know likewise thet after the peace of Zurich 
the a mes of Italy was still threatening. The world 


was informed, from time to time, of the threats of 
Austria to appear against the tfoops of Sardinia, and 
on the side of France of an advance itte that country. 
We could not think that any settlement of Italy which 
restored the Grand Duke or the Pope by force of arms 
would conduce to a lasting settlement. We felt, therefore, 
that it was a European, and consequently a British interest, 
to lay, asthe preamble of the treaty of Zurich calls it, “a 
large and solid base for the external and internal indepen- 
dence of Italy.“ It was, therefore, for European objects that 
we employed the influence of Great Britain, and we employed 
it peacefully, with a view of reconciling differenees, with a 
view of preventing war, with a view of laying the foundations 
of peace between the great Powers of Europe. But, sir, I in 
consniting at once the interests of Great Hritain and of Eu- 
rope it should de our fate at the same time to contribute in 
anv, even the smallest degied, to the permanent independence 
of Italy, to the raising up of a people long eunk, to enable men 
of the most cultivated intellect aad in possession of every 
gift of knowledge to exercise their minds without the fear of 
consequences; if we should be enabled to see that countr 
again, Which has been for three centuries sunk and degra 

to see her at length taking rank amongst the leading Powers 
of Europe, ander the great abilities and honest heart of a 
prince of one of the most distinguished families in Europe, 
then I say that so far from being ashamed of contributing to 
that result, or shrinking from any responsibility, I shall, on 
the contrary, always take pride to myself for having in any 
way brought it about.

NEW ZEALAND. 

We have received our file of the New Zealander 
(Auckland) to the 28th December last. We extract 
from the monthly summary for the English mail the 
following particulars :'— 

The Shalemar, from Liverpool, arrived on the 23d 
December with 214 emigrants. Three children had 
died on the passage out. The voyage had been a pros- 

erous one, and the emigrants were well satisfied with 
the ship, and the way in which they had been treated. 

The “ free grant” system had been in operation about 
a year; and, notwithstanding the uncertainty which 
existed at one time as to its suspension, it appears that 
during the year 3,570 emigrants had been landed at 
Auckland, and 55,500 acres of land had been disposed 
of, of which 42,200 acres had been taken by emigrants 
having land orders. 

Some sensation had been created in Auckland by the 
proprietors of the New Zealander having made ure of 
Bowers’ Patent National Coal Gas Apparatus for the 
manufacture of gas from coal, brought from the newly- 
found Drury coal-fields. The coal was found to be well 
adapted for the purpose, and there was little doubt but 
that the whole city would soon be lighted with gas 
made from Drury coal. 


SPAIN AND MOROCCO. 

We learn from Spain that Marshal O'Donnell, and 
even General Prim, are for peace with Morocco; but 
that in the discussion on the terms, two leading mem- 
bers of the Spanish Cabinet took the warlike side— 
probably in order that the army should not return at 
this moment, to be sent, possibly, to Italy, it was re- 
ported that a personage who long played a high part in 
Spain, and who has been some time out of it, had re- 
turned to Madrid very recently incognito, for afew days, 
with the object of assisting in a project for the over- 
throw of O'Donnell. Strange things do now and then 
happen in that country; but the strangest of all is the 
wish of the Ultra-Moderados to make a well-known 
démocratic General now in Africa their military chief, 
for every political party must have its kepada, ‘The 
Moderados must take care, however—for the General in 
question would be very apt to put himself at the head 
ot the democracy, and upset O'Donnell on his own ac- 
count. 
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MILITARY PRISONS. 

Colonel Sir Joshua Jebb, K.C.B., Inspector-Genera] 
of Military Prisons, has sent in his annual report on 
their discipline and management for the year 1856. 
This report is published to-day in the form of a blue 
book. “The military prisons in operation in 1858 were, 
in England, those at Chatham, Gosport, Weedon, De- 
vonport, Aldershott ; in Scotland, at Greenlaw (near 
Edinburgh); Ireland, at Dublin, Cork, Limerick, Ath- 
lone ; and abroad, at Gibraltar, Quebec, Halifax (Nova 
Scotia), Bermuda, Vido (lonian Islands), St. Elmo 
(Malta), Mauritius, Barbadoes, and Montreal, making a 
total of 19 military prisons, of which 10 are in the 
United Kingdom, and 9 at different foreign stations, the 
whole being capable ot accommodating about 1,500 pri- 
Souners. 

Ihe total number of prisoners admitted into the ten 
military prisons at home during the year 1858 was 6,488, 
the access of thisnumber over that last mentioned being, 
of course, explained by the fact that the sentences were 
in most cases for short periods of imprisonment. The 
daily average number of prisoners in confinement 
throughout the year being 931, and the average length 
of sentence 53 days, the proportion per cent. of these 
admissions to the whole military force was 5°97, During 
the last ten years there has been a steady decline in the 
average length of sentences. ‘Taking the statistics for 
the whole 19 military prisons, we find that the average 
length of sentences was 99 days in 1849, and 87 in 1854, 
bui it was reduced in 1855 to 77 days, in 1856 to 53 days, 
in 1857 to 49 days, and in 1858 to 47 days. 

From the medical returns of the military prisons at 
home, it ap that the health of the prisoners has 
improved since 1854. = ar of numbers 
treated for sickness to the number in confinement 
in 1854 was nearly 21 per cent., whereas in 1855 it de- 
creased to about 15 per cent.; in 1856 it was 17 per cent., 
in 1857 16 per cent., and in 1858 15 per cent. This re- 
sult,” says Colonel Jebb, “ is at least a sufficient proof 
that the reduced scale of diet adopted in August, 1850, 
and in general operation throughout the years 1861, 
1852, 1853, 1854, 1855, 1856, 1857, and 1858, combined 
with the system of requiring the second and third class 
prisoners to sleep accoutred as if on guard, although it 
jas increased the loss of weight among the prisoners as 
shown io the tables, has not, as a general rule, had any 
ij urious effect on their th.” 

The total charge, during 1858, for pay and allowances 
of prison effvers, and for the subsistence and washing of 
the prisoners, was £18,125, while the full pay and beer 
money of the prisoners in confinenent never amounted 
to £19,877.

Mr. —Well,suppose the present plan was not 
adhered to, and that another was adopted, how would 
it operate as against the contractor ? 

Captain Lindsay—Why, a penalty could be inflicted 
upon him for not supplying pure milk, which he had 
agreed to do. 

Mr. Flanagan—Yes, you might be able to inflict a 
penalty upon him forthe actual supply which was 
objected to and analysed, but you would have no re- 
medy against the contractor for the impure article which 
had been consumed. 

Mr. Robinson—I admit that the remedy might be in- 
adequate to the evil, but stillthe imposing of a penalty 
in such a case would be a lesson to the contractor. 

Mr. Flanagan—I have no desire to make frivolous ob- 
jections to any plan that may be proposed for getting a 
supply of pure milk; but if we must go to law with the 
contractor every time we suspect he has sent us bad 
milk, I consider that a hopeless remedy. I believe the 
present way of testing the quality of the milk is not satis- 
factory, but will Mr. Robinson, ot any one else, suggest 
a better one? 

Mr. Hardy— Are you, Mr. Chairman, chemist enough 
to say whether if you get milk fresh from a cow, there 
will not be water init? Is it not a fact that the pro- 
portion of water feund in milk taken from a cow will 
depend upon the food which she has used ? 

Mr. Chairman—There is no doubt but there is great 
variety in the quality of the milk of different cows: I be 
lieves it varies to the extent of 50 per cent. 

Mr. Hardy—Well, then, you are only trying a false 
issue 


Mr. Robinson—Surely we can try whether the milk 
we get is pure from the cow or not. 

Captain Lindsay---I agree with Mr. Robinson that 
the best plan is simply to advertise for pure milk, and 
let us reserve to ourselves the manner of testing it as 
best we can. 

Mr. Hardy—That is what we have been struggling 
for all along. Advertise for pure milk, and get it as pure 
as possible, but any tests proposed will fail, because it 
cannot be determined whether the water found in any 
sample of milk was a component part of the milk ori- 
ginally, or whether it was added to it after having been 
taken from the cow. 

Mr. Thomas Stephenson. of Rothwell, has addressed a 
letter to Sir G. C. Lewis, the object of which is to obtain 
the ensertion in the intended act respecting coalmines 
of provisions for a yearly, or in some cases half yearly, 
official inspectian of all mines within each district, and 
for a report o! the condition of each mine, to be made 
to the HOme Secretary after every suea official visit ; 
and also a prohibition of previnus warning or notice 
of an inspector’s visit to the owner or manager of 
a mine. 

The Chairman said the question of the purity of milk 
was a most difficult one, no matter how it was tested. 

Chemists themselves had different opinions as to the de- 
grees of cream which pure milk should show ; but it 
was important that the board, for ite guidance at pre- 
sent, should look back upon the state of the question. 
At one time they had advertised for pure milk, and the 
fact was that the milk was worse then than it is now. 
Ihe lactometer was then introduced as an improvement 
on the old system. He did not mean to say that it was 
a satisfactory test, or that they ought not now to ad- 
vertise for pure milk; but the di ty was, to get 
such an article. During the past year, which was an 
unprecedented one for dairymen, they had, he believed, 
advertised for milk of a higher test than ever before. 

Captain Lindsay—No; not the highest test. We 
have advertised for milk showing 10 degrees of cream. 

The Chairman—Well, we never advertised for a 
higher test by the lactometer. However, I now put it 
to the beard whether you will advertise for a higher 
test than that used at present. Verhaps we can get 
a better quality by having a higher test. I must, 
however, say, that I have tes the milk in the 
house generally twice a week for the last twelve 
months, and I have constantly used the milk of m 
own cows, and my impression is, that the milk in th 
house is as good as the citizensof Dublin generally 
get, though 1 admit it is not as good as we ought to get, 
consi the number of infants in the house. But 
even if we had a higher test than we now have, suppose 
10 or 12 degrees, the difficulty to which Mr. Flanagan 
olludes would still exist. 

Mr. Thorp remarked that the year they advertised 
for milk showing 10 degrees they got the worst ever 
they had. 

Mr. Hardy— We have a proof of the badness of the 
milk then supplied in the fact, that we sued the centrac- 
ter, and got £300 damages. 

Mr. Ingram inquired if the master had ever tested the 
milk supplied to the house with that usually sold to the 
citizens? 

The Master replied that he had, and found the milk 
sold to the public much better. 

The Chairman then referred to the prices paid for 
milk during several years past, and said they were now 
paying more for it than they did on some former oc- 
casions 


Mr. Hardy contended that they never offered a 
sufficient price to get pure milk. 

Captain Lindsay said that this subject had been 
anxiously considered by the Commissioners long since. 
They had consulted the most practical men, and the 
most eminent medical men upon it, and the result of all 
their experience was stated inthe following extract from 
a circulae to the Boards of Guardians, in relation to 
milk contracts and the use of the lactometer, dated 20th 
October, 1657 —“ Circumstances have recently 
brought under the notice of the which

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would be in Dublin to-morrow ; indeed that gentleman's 
conduct is beyond all praise; it would be im ble to 
find any ona more anxiously devoted to the interests of 
the trade than he is ; I only wish we had half-a-dozen 
men like him in Parliament, and the interests of poor 
Ireland would be much better promoted and attended 
to. I forward you with this a copy of an appeal and 
remonstrance against the proposed measure of Mr. Glad- 
stone, which is in extensive circulation here. The com- 
mittee here are in much better spirits, and have strong 
hopes of further modifying the Chancellor's proposition ; 
how far this may affect yuu there is no knowing: 4s, 
if there is any serious alteration in favour of the trade 
here, the Chancellor may extend it to Ireland. It is ex. 
pected he will introduce the bill to-night ; and the mo- 
ment it is printed I shall forward you a copy.” 

Mr. Carey called attention to several reports which 
had been forwarded to them by the Secretary of the 
Art Union, with a request that the Grocers and Vint- 
ners’ Society would take tickets for the forthcoming 
lottery. Mr. Carey expressed a hope that each member 
would feel it his duty to comply with this request, and 
thus, as far as in his power, forward this national and 
useful institution. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Scully, M.P., who on entering the room was 
loudly applauded, said he attended the mecting for the 
purpose of reporting to the society the progress which 
the Spirit Act Amendment Bill had made in the 
House of Commons, and also for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the feeling of the trade in Ireland as regards 
the eating-houses clause introduced into the Bud 
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer. The bill had been 
read a third time, and he was indebted to the co-opera- 
tion of Mr. P. O’Brien, M. P., and to the judicious eoun- 
sel of Sir Colman O'Loghien, for having been enabled 
to forward it to its present stage. (Hear, hear.) 
Mr. Crean, the 2 conducting agent in 
London, had also aflorded him valuable aid, 
by putting him in communication with seve- 
ral influential members of the English trade. He 
might also mention that the Attorney-General had 
expressed himself in favour of the measure, and con- 
sidered it possible that it might be introduced into the 
House of Lords as a Government bill. The “ eating- 
houses clause was receiving a great deal of opposition 
from the licensed victuallers of England ; but he would 
suggest whether this was not the opportune time for 
considering whether the trade in both countries should 
not make a move, in the event of the Chancellor suc- 
ceeding in carrying this clause, to get rid of the unjust 

rievances of which they complained. (Hear, hear.) 

‘he principle upon which he invariably acted was to 
make the best out of defeat, and he would be happy to 
carry out the wishes of the Licensed Grocers and 
Vintners of Ireland with regard to the suggestion 
which he had thrown out, of the policy of which 
they were better judges than he could possibly be.

He was personally aware of a case 
in which a trader had been placed under restrictions, 
because he gave a verbal no to the police-inepector 
at the station-house, that he intended to entertain some 
iriends at supper, in of a written notice to that 
eflect. Such a system as this loudly called for legisla- 
tive interference. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Scully said that these were a few of the many 
grievances which might be possibly got rid of at the 
present time, if the trade in both countries candially 
agreed to carry out the sug n which he had thrown 
out for the consideration of the meeting. (lear, hear.) 

Mr. Carey said, that the best way to mect the views 
so kindly expressed by Mr. Scully was, to summon a 

eneral meeting of the trade to determine upon what 
course they would take ay me my it. (Hear, hear.) 
It was necessary him to express, on the 
part of the society, the deep obligations under which 
they were to Mr. Scully, for his unswerving advocacy 
of all measures which tended to promote their interests.

PRIVATE CORRESPONDENCE. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORAESPONDENT ) 
London, Tuesday. 

The paper duty is repealed. Few people object to 
the repeal in itself, but the Opposition object to it on 
the reasonable ground, that one penny additional in- 
come-tax is too high a price for the doubtful good of 
making more free a manufacture shut out by foreign 
restrictions from its full supply of raw material. There 
is no doubt that the trade will be vastly stimulated, 
especially as regards the cheaper kin of paper, 
and the articles made of papier mache, &c., will 
be multiplied a thousandfiold, but, as every one knows, 
good rags are required for fine paper, and the benefit to 
books and magazines will not be as yreat as many expect. 

The main feature of last night's debate was Hors 
man’s dashing attack on the Ministry. He is evidently 
a thorn in the side of the Ministry. His earnestness 
and fluency are remarkable, and his onslaught on Glad- 
stone was delivered with great emphasis, and received 
with rounds of cheering by the Opposition. He made 
a special point of Gladstone intimating last year that 
the Disraeli Reform Bill went even too far in the way 
of reform, and now consenting to remain a member of a 
Ministry that brings in a sweeping measure of reform 
one which actually places the main political power of 
thie country in the hands of the working classes. 

There is gradually rising avery general feeling of 
disgust at the Reform Bill. If the votes of the House 
could be taken by ballot, it would be thrown out without 
mercy, but men who denounce itia private are afraid 
to vote against it, and so it may pass. 

You have probably$printed, after M. Reuter’s telegram 
a summary of Cavour’s despatch to Riccasoli, conveying 
the French views as to Central Italy. The summary 
intimated that France “ would oppose the election of a 
Prince of the House of Savoy to the throne of Tuscany.” 
A French version of the Cavour despatch is now before 
me, and I find the exact opposite stated. The Count 
writes :— 

“ La Toscane enfin serait constituee en royaume se. 
pare sous un prince elu librement par la population. 

Le Gouvernement Francais ne manifeste aucune pre- 
ference au sujet du choix du futur souverain, mais il me 
revient par des assurances verbales authentiques que

The original despatch is doubtless in Italian ; this 
inay be an incorrect translation, and some doubt is thrown 
on it by the fact that Calignani of to-day is giving an Eng 
lish translation, which makes it appear that France woud 
oppose the election ofa Prince of the house of Savoy. 
Still, fam inclined to take this French version as right 
and partly because it agrees with what I have under 
st to be the private wishes of the Emperor Napoleon 
who has indicated the infant Duke of Genoa (now 
six years old) as the future sovereign ot Tuscany, under 
the Wegency of his uncle, Victor Emmanuel. The former
